(e) The present problem now facing the handloom 
industry is one of finding ready markets, both 
internal and external, for the handloom 
product'- and not one of providing financial 
assistance only. 

As for external markets, the Government 
of India approved a scheme for the appoint- 
ment of Commercial Travellers and to open 
sales Emporia in selected places abroad to 
explore and expand external markets for the 
handloom products. 

Regarding internal markets, the All India Hand- 
loom Board has set up a Central Marketing Organisa- 
tion, with its head-quarters at Madras, to explore 
and expand internal- markets. The All India Hand- 
loom Board since approved a scheme to observe one 
week every year as “All India Handloom Week” and 
to hold countrywide celebrations during that week 
to give intensive publicity to the handloom industry 
and to rouce the interest of the people in handloom 
fabrics. 

One of the scheme approved by the Government 
for the development of handloom industry, in connec- 
tion with the utilisation of Cess Fund, is the 
expansion of the organisation of the State Co-ope- 
rative Society for internal marketing and propaganda 
for sale of handloom cloth and inter-state marketing. 

The question of granting a loan to the Andhra 
Handloom Weavers Congress to enable it to purchase 
the accumulated stocks of handloom cloth accumulated 
in the primary weavers societies is under active 
consideration of the Government.

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wish to say anything about tho cut motions at 
this stage, or anything by way of gonoral comm- 
ent about them. After the out raotions have been 
moved, they will be considered and tho proce- 
dure adopted in the previous Demands will bo 
followed. 

One thing I have to submit here, Tho (.ques- 
tion of Capital has been brought again by way 
of cut motions. With regard to those cut moti- 
ons I have to raise a point of order. What 1 
have to say, is the present session of tho Assem- 
bly is a continuation of the Assembly session 
held in the month of November last. And so, 
it is not proper to bring in the question of Capi- 
tal once again in this very session. Constitutio- 
nally it is never allowed in any House of Legi- 
slature, anywhere, to discuss a matter which 
had been considered very recently in the I House 
of Legislature. So it is not proper that this 
question should be brought up in the present 
meeting. It is a constitutional question i am 
raising and 1 am suggesting to those members 
who have raised this question of Capital in their 
cut motions not to press them in the House at 
present. It is a difterent matter if we pass over 
this session and come tp another session. X 
have no fixed opinions on any matter; I have no 
prejudices also. Even on the last occasion, X 
had to adjust myself by making a statement 
before this House, but for reasons beyond our 
control, the decision could not stand at that 
time and we had to pass on treating E^urnool as 
Capital. Now, I may say, X am adhering to 
what X had stated already, so far as Eurnool 
was concerned. It was wrong to treat the 
question of temporary capital, as one of perma- 
nent capital Government never intended the 
permanent capital to be in KurnooL 1 stated 
that in my statement at that time. Now also I 
am saying it. 1 am raising this matter because 
some friends talked with me abodt this matter 
tp*4ay* Cofastitutionally when it is hot proper 
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that the same question should be brought in this 
debate, here, it is my duty to point out to you 
and also to those hon. Members who have con- 
sidered it proper to table the cut motions on 
this matter, that it is not proper to do so. When 
we come to the next session, if I feel compelled 
to make a statement at that time, or to give an 
op'portnnity to open the question of Capital 
again, that may be decided at that time. Beyond 
that, I do not wish to say anything about the 
cut motions at present. The other cut motions 
I shall deal in my reply to the Debate.

Sri T. N. VENKATASUBBA REDDI -.-Deputy 
Speaker, Sir, first of all I have to reply to my 
hon. Friend. Mr. 0. V. K. RAO, who was charging 
the Government with unconstitutional procedure, in 
having brought the question of Ministers’ salary before 
this House. I would like to point out that I was 
sorry to h®ar such a remark from the hon. Member, 
who g^erally takes a legal interest in several 
matters. I would refer .him to the Constitution, qf 
,>Jndia which' clearly provides that the Governor, when

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the Bill does not possibly reflect the majority opinion 
of the House or for any such reason that ho thinks 
proper can refer the Bill back to the House again. 
So, I cannot see how the hon. Member considers that 
this is an undemocratic procedure. On the contrary, 
I would like to point out to him that our Constitution 
has been so designed that we shall not givo any 
opportunity for totalitarian forces to take a snap 
chance even. So, this shows that proper safegn irds 
have been put in the Constitution, Therefore, in 
view of this, I am sure, hon. Members on the other 
side will change their view of this matter. 

Secondly, Sir, while supporting the Demand, 
I would like to point out to this Government (which, 
I say, have very progressive views,) a few facta which 
have been either overlooked or ignored, by the pre- 
vious Governments. The first is that Government 
have always talked of necessary rotrenohmom in 
the establishment of Administration. So far, this has 
been talked about only. There have been committees 
Imth at State level and Nation-d level, and there have 
been reports; and they have been, I would like to say 
canservative reports only. Further. 1 am sorry to, 
say, once the reports have been puldished, no action 
whatsoever has been taken on them. I realise that 
it is very necessary to have an adequate administra- 
tive machinery. These conservative reports have 
clearly indicated that Government had employed only 
the bare personnel needed to run the administration 
properly and that for a temporary period. This is a 
thing I want to object. For this is the source of later 
unemployment. It is an unproductive unemployment, 
in that, it does not add to the national wealth. We 
have been offering to this personnel such low salary 
that they could not carry on their bar© existence. 
As I said, earlier, there have been several reports 
on retrenchment, and till now, no Government in 
the previous years have taken any step to carry out 
retrenchment. There are several reports on this 
ivbject, awd chiefly, I may mention hm th# Qorwaii 
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Report. Has any action been taken on the recom- 
mendations of that report? I think not. This is a 
very major question which shoul i engasfe the attention 
of the Government to-day. For all of us feel that 
there should, be an appreciation of honest and efficient 
work amongst public services. Here, I have to state 
without any hesitation, that the present method of 
promotion without appreciation honest and loyal 
work is causing discontent among the public servants. 
1 find many cases of promotions and rewards are being 
given without any relation to their efficiency and 
loyalty. Promotions are possibly given, probably 
because the subordinates are able to please their 
superior officers. I make this charge without giving 
any specific instances, because I do not want to do so 
I know it is a tao t and I bring it to the notice of the 
Government. This has happened especially during 
the time of the partition between Andhra and the 
residuary State. Such appointments or promotions, 
if I may say so, have given room for a lot of com- 
plaints amongst all grades of officers. I am glad 
to say that this Government have appointed a special 
officer to investigate such appointments in the Secre- 
tariat. But I wish to point out to them that similar 
things have taken place also in District Administrat 
tion level, and justice done to the officers concerned. 
It is very necessary that we should have rigid rules 
in this matter so that the claims of officers may hot 
be orerlooked, and more so in deserving cases. It is 
right azkdi pjroiMtr that the claims of a man who hae 
pnt in long and effipi^nt service should ngrt be over-* 
loqked. I think there are already rules in. this bejba^ 
For, I remember once in the composite State Assemt^dy 
tn reply to an interpellation, the Chief Minister 4aid 
that whenever there is any adverse remarks made 
im tho confidential report about an offioei(, ‘ttidh 
naoadrk? Qommunioatedt to him, so that mf^y 
be ‘‘'^glven atft opportunity to explain* himsel? 
1 wttif this rule is onforoed strictly so that this my 
p»ve»i uanMMoniable puuit^eicit oy wiltoibolding 
^ «ubordin^1ie« W 
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Equally important is also another thiiiK. Whenever 
a senior is overlooked and a junior is proniiiled it e- 
necessary that the files relating to both of them 
should be sent to the Public Service ClomniiHsion so 
that there may be an impartial dooisiou in tho matter. 
I am afraid such a thing is not bi'iug done now. My 
information is that there are several such cases. 
I request Government to look into this matter; for 
on the loyal and efficient work of tho Public Services 
depend good administration and welfare of tho iieojilo 
of the State, I, as a oiti<sen and one iniimately 
interested in tho contentment of tho public services 
and proper working of the administrulion, rcquoit 
Government to take early steps in Iho inattors J luive 
brought to the notice of Governmont,

In a democratic set-up, the publio servants plaj^ 
a very imortant part.

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is only the public servants that have been earring nn 
the administration and with great efficiency. Mr, 
Price points out in his book on modern democracies 
that administration that is being carried on in Switzer- 
land and Great Britain is the best. In these two demo- 
cracies the public service is excellent and honest and 
very efficient. So far as the Andhra State is concerned 
we must also strive to see that the public servants 
carry on the administration very efficiently and 
honestly and I also say, without any offence to any- 
body, they are expected to bo polite to the public. 
The public servants should change their attitude 
towards the public. When an ordinary ryot approa- 
ches the Collector, tho latter has to receive the former 
politely and hear his complaints patiently. This kind 
of sympathetic attitude is now lacking. Among polite 
servants another thing that is lacking in the public 
services is co-ordination and co-operation between 
the several departments. That is the reason why 
several complaints aro made in respects of the extra- 
ordinary delay in giving replies to the questions put to 
them. The head of each department thinks that he is 
the biggest man and he does not want to go and speak 
with the head of another department. The Chief 
Minister and the Revenue Minister should see that 
the Revenue Secretary and the Home Secretary carry 
on the administration in a friendly way. It is only 
tho public servants that can really do good service to 
the people, since it is they who carry on the 
administration from day-to-day. Therefore, , it is 
necessary that we must maintain an efficient public 
service. 

Then, Sir, within the short time at my disposal 
I must congratulate the Andhra Ministry on the broad 
policy in regard to the food problem. They have 
removedfall restrictions and they have declared that 
any t'yot can abll his paddy or his millets, wijtilbw^tihy 
let dr !i!dilidpiande anywhere he pleases.. ‘'CDhls Is a 
policy which I.v'ery Kiuohjaitpweoiatet IfmastralccKomi' 
if«a8ulate the gourds. 
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granting 11 lakhs of rupees to Anantapur district 
but also on exempting the weavers from paying the 
house tax, property tax and profession tax. Indeed it 
is a great relief to the distressed weavers. Again the 
Revenue Minister is pleased to extend the duration of 
t le gruel centres now existing for the benefit of 
the weavers since their plight is miser ible. 

With regard to the export and import policy of 
the Andhra State, I am very glad that the Minist*'r 
has given relief to the people living in tho border areas 
like Rayadrug. They have permitted the people of 
Rayadrug to export their puffed rice to Bollary. 

I am also thankful to tho Law Minisier for his 
sympathetic attitude to tho aspirations of iho \doui 
people as well as the Rayadrug people in grunting 
the location of the courts of justice. 

I now come to the question of the Taccavi loans 
which has been causing great dissatisfaction among 
the ryots. A large population of ryots are undergoing 
several hardships. If a ryot wants to apply for a loan 
of Rs. 500 at last he gets only lis. 300, as ho has to 
pay mamools for the revenue peon up to the Tahsildar. 
On several occasions I have filed petitions both at 
Bellary and in ray place bringing specific instances 
of corruption that is existing in regard to distribution 
of Taccavi loans. I intend to make a suggestion that 
the Tahsildars hereafter should not be allowed to 
distribute the Taccavi loans but. the district Collectors 
alone should be made responsible for the distribution 
of Taccavi loans and he should be personally liable for 
any mistake. It is impossible for the ryot to get 
the full amount without parting at least a small 
amount of money for the village munsiff and karnam. 
That is a problem which the Minister has to solve, and 
how to get over the difficulty of the Reddy and the 
karnam who are all-powerful in the village. Of course, 
we can get over the difficulty of the revenue inspector 
and the Tahsildar by taking away the Taccavi loans 
distribution Ifrom their control. But it is difficult to 
escape poor ryot from the clutches of village munsiff 
fipd ^ar^am. 
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I now come to the subsidies for wells and extension 
of the well subsidy scheme m the Andhra State. The 
Andhra Government have not made so far any announo- 
ment in regard to sinking of wells. Wells do play 
a very prominent part in the improvement of the 
agriculture and production of food and particularly 
it applies to the Anantapur district, the parts which 
are not covered by major irrigation projects. It is 
therefore necessary that we should encourage the 
ryots to sink wells and also supply electricity in 
aid of grow more food compaign. 

I am very glad that the only taluk in which 
electricity is given to the villages in Andhra Desa is 
Rayadrug Taluk. 

I can tell the hon. Members that the ryots there 
are very enthusiastic in carrying on the agricultural 
operations as the electricity gives necessary momen- 
tum for development of agriculture. 

In this connection I wish to romaind Mr, Sanjiva 
Reddi, Public Works Minister to remove the voluntary 
loan system. That is one thing that is blocking 
the way. Even to this day tho Heads of departments 
have not received any written order to the effect that 
the voluntary loan system has been dropped. I hope the 
Public Works minister would remove the voluntary 
loan system now existing and pave the way for the 
expansion of the electricity in rural areas. The 
expansion of electricity is more important than even 
the conducting of big projects because the supply of 
electricity will not only augment the food production 
but will also improve the rural industries and will 
confer the benefit immediately. The big irrigation 
projects take years for completion whereas extension 
of electricity will confer immediate benefits on ryots. 

As regards the Public Works Department, I agree 
with Mr. 0. Rajagopalaohariar the Chief Minister 
of Madras State that the P. W. D. is enemy No. II, 
because I have seen in several villages in my taluk 
the estinaat^ prepared Wli9h hlghey th»ll 
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tie actual cost incurred. I have aeon myself and exa- 
mined such things and I found that the reports ot the 
Department have been misleading and I roporied the 
matter to the authoriiios. The supervisors and the 
contractors and the unddlenien comhino togetlior 1o 
dupe the Government. Therefore, 1 request the 
Ministry very respectfully to oxamini' all tho esti- 
mates sent by the P. W, D. very caroiully. 1 suggest 
that in this matter a committee of olTiciuls and 
non-officials might bo appointed to ox.iniine all the 
estimates. Large sums of money arc SoniotiineH 
misspent and therefore there is no reason why 
there should be close scrutiny. The Andhra Stati' 
with its already slender income and deficit budget 
should SCO that largo sums ot public money i.re not 
misspent and I appeal to Tho TTon, Sri Vi-wanalham 
Minister for Finance to see that ih<' ("stimate‘i are 
not accepted unless they are properly serntinisod 
and oxarained by a onnpotent body. Supervision of 
the work on the spot is necessary when work is 
executed. In this way wo can put a stop to tho 
public waste that is going on since a long tinm in 
tho Public Works Departinont,

Tax— -Property, House and Profession Taxes— 
Exemption of Weavers— Instructions issued. 

Order-No. 107, Locai Administration, dated 28th December 1953 

In view of the prevailing depression among the 
handloom weavers and with a view to relieving their 
distress, Government consider that all persons whose 
principal means of livelihood is handloom weaving 
should be exempted from local taxes on property 
and profession. Local bodies are accordingly advised 
to exempt all such persons from property - tax 
house-tax and profession-tax for the current year. The 
previous sanction of the Government under 
section 117 of the Madras District Municipalities Act 
1920; for exempting handloom weavers wholly from 
the payment of Municipal Taxes for the current year 
is hereby accorded. The loss to local bodies due to 
the exemption ordered above may be treated as an 
extraordinary charge within the meaning of rule 53 (6) 
of Schedule V to the Madras District Municipalities 
Act, Buie 4 (3) of Schedule V to the Madras District 
Boards, Act, 1920 and section 72 (3) (iii) of the Madras 
Village Panchayat Act, 1950 and the sanction of the 
Government or the Inspector of Municipal Councils 
and Local Boards to the incurring of such charge is 
hereby accorded. 

2. Where any weaver has been assessed to any 
of the above taxes, the assessments may be treated 
as cancelled for the current year. If distraint proceed- 
ings or prosecutions are launched against any 
weaver for default in the payment of any of the above 
taxes, such proceedings may be withdra'v^n by the 
executive authority and any movable properties 
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attached in the con r HO of diHlrnint pr<u-<'('<iiuKH taken 
already, returned to the owm'rw under appropriate 
acknowIedfJtmenta. 

3. The Inspector of Municip;il (kinneilaand Local 
Boards is requested to cotnouinicale the c'intents of 
the above orders to all Class 11 ranchnj its iirirently. 
He and all the Inspectin}' Ollicers working nu(h-rhira 
are requested to watch the inipU'mentatidn of the 
above orders and report to (Sovenimeut any ilefanlt 
in their observance.
